That isn't much, compared with the

of Northern .spruce, 


cither along the Great Lakes—mostly 
in Canada—or in Norway, Finland and 
Sweden. Readers of Thc Star and 
all other American newspapers look 
their news on a sheet that almost 
100 per cent of the time was manu- 
factured outside of the United Stiitc.s, 
for most of the Northern spruce in the 
United States has been used up.

WASHINGTON -(.-*>)— Two 
bills 


aimed at preventing strikes at plants 
producing defense materials were in- 
troduced in the house Thursday. 


Attorney General Jackson informed 


the House Judiciary Committee he 
had no advice (a offer it on this 
question. Jackson's opinion on whe- 
ther new legislation is needed was 
asked by Chairman Sumners (Dem., 
Te.x.) of the Judiciary Committee af- 
ter a storm of critical comment in 
congress earlier this week on the 
Work stoppage in the Vultee Aircraft 
Corporation which holds §84,000.000 
in defenss contracts. 


The attorney general said he did 


not feel justified in "making recom- 
mendations covering the field of la- 
bor relations.'1 


The measures introduced in 
the 


hou^e were sponsored by Representa- 
tives Smith (Dem., Va.) and Hoffman 
(Rep., Mich.) 


Smith proposed to prohibit strikes 


or lockouts except on 30-day notice. 
during which period the secretary of 
labor would first attempt mediation 
and then arbitration. Should either 
party refuse these offers, the presi- 
dent would be called upon to make 
public such facts. A strike or lock- 
put during mediation 
efforts 
also 


would be called to the attention of 
the chief executive. 


Smith's bill also would impose pen- 


alties up to life imprisonment for 
sabotage at defense plants and would 
forbid either a union or employer to 
coerce workers to join a union. 


Hoffman's bill would require con- 


tracts between the factory and its 
employes covering hours of work, wag- 
es and length of employment and 
would forbid strikes at defense plants 
during the current emergency declared 
by the president.
